The officials would be 
charged with making “re- 
commendations for eliminat- 
ing the major practical in- 
conveniences arising in the 
countries concerned from 
the state of war.” . 

The three Foreign Ministers— 
Mr Ernest Bevin, of Britaln, Mr 
Dean Acheson, of the United 
States, and M. Robert Schuman, 
of France—decided that thero Is 
no hope of o pence treaty with 
Germany os long .as Soviet 
Russin refuses to permit , the 
Neople of the Occupation tone 
‘fo rejoin their fellow ¢dountry-

Germany.”
